COMMENTS ON REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Sir: 

Applicant herein has reviewed the Examiner's Reasons for Allowance for 
the above-identified application, as stated in the Notice of Allowability dated November 
13,2007. 

Reasons for allowance are only warranted in instances in which "the record 
of the prosecution as a whole does not make clear [the Examiner's] reasons for allowing a 
claim or claims." 37 C.F.R. 1 .104(e). In the present case, Applicants believe the record as 
a whole makes clear the reasons for allowance and therefore no statement by the Examiner 
is necessary or warranted. Therefore, the record should reflect that Applicants do not 
necessarily agree with the Examiner's Reasons For Allowance. 

For example, the Reasons refer to Reasons articulated in a first Notice of 
Allowability, dated September 20, 2007. However, the claim language was changed in 



significant ways after the first Notice of Allowability, pursuant to a Preliminary 
Amendment dated October 17, 2007.
